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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


PART Ii. 


The Governments of the several British Self-Governing 
Dominions, Colonies, Possessions and Protectorates have issued, 
since the outbreak of war, a number of Proclamations, Orders-in- 
Council or Government Notices prohibiting the export of various 
articles to certain destinations. 


The consolidated lists of export prohibitions which have been 
issued are subject to frequent amendment, and it has been con- 
sidered desirable, for convenience of reference, to publish, from 
time to time, a selection of the complete lists of the articles 
which, according to the latest information received by the Board 
of Trade, are thus prohibited from exportation by various 
Colonial Governments. 


The information given in Part II.* of the present Supplement 
supersedes that given in Part II. of the Supplement to the 
‘Board of Trade Journal’’ of the 26th April, 1917. 


Owing to restrictions as to the size of the ‘‘Supplements ”’ to 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,’’ it has not been found possible 
to continue the publication in these ‘‘Supplements’’ of the 
lists of prohibited exports in operation in Malta, Mauritius and 
the Gold Coast. 

As regards Australia, a list prepared by the Commonwealth 
Department of Trade and Customs and dated 8th February, 
1917, has been received from the office of the High Com- 
missioner for the Commonwealth specifying the articles the 
exportation of which from Australia is prohibited or restricted. 
This list. which is the first consolidated lst of prohibited 
exports from Australia received by the Board of Trade, is 
included in Part I of the present Supplement. 

An indication is given in the introductory note to each of the 
detailed lists shown herein of the authority, by Proclamation or 
otherwise, for the information contained in them. It is to be 
understood that modifications of, or additions to, the prohibited 
export lists are frequently being made by the several Colonial 
Governments, with a view, in most cases, to such lists being 
brought into uniformity with the prohibited export lists of the 
United Kingdom. Such further information as may be received 
as to amendments of these lists will be notified in future issues 
of these ‘‘ Supplemerts.”’

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


A consolidated and amended Proclamation, dated the 29th 
December, 1916, has been issued by the Government-of the Straits 
Settlements, which prohibits the exportation of various articles 
to certain destinations from the Colony. 


This Proclamation has since been amended by Prociamations 
dated the 16th and 26th January, 13th and 23rd February, 15th 
and 26th March, 18th and 30th April, and the 8th May, 1917. 


The following lists specify the articles the exportation of which 
is prohibited from the Colony, according to the latest information 
received by the Board of Trade. The extent to which the exporta- 
tion is prohibited is indicated in these lists by the following 
letters, viz. :— 


(A) To all ports and destinations abroad other than ports 
and destinations in the United Kingdom, British Pos- 
sessions, Protectorates and Protected States; 

(B) To all destinations in foreign countries in Europe and 
on the Mediterranean and Black Seas, other than France 
and French Possessions, Russia, Italy and Italian 
Possessions, Spain and Portugal, and to all ports in any 
such foreign countries, and to all Russian Baltic ports; 

(c) To all ports and destinations abroad other than ports 
and destinations in the United Kingdom, British Pos- 
sessions, Protectorates and Protected States, and in 
France, Italy and Russia, and to all Russian Baltic 

orts ; 

(D) To all perts and destinations abroad other than ports 
and destinations in the United Kingdom and in the 
Federated Malay States; 

(E) To all ports and destinations abroad other than ports 
and destinations in a Malay State under His Majestv’s 
protection and in the States of North Borneo and 
Sarawak. 

F) To Hongkong and to all ports and destinations abroad 
other than ports and destinations in the United King- 
dom, British Possessions, Protectorates and Protected 


States.

A consolidated and amended Proclamation No. 24, dated 18th 
August, 1916, has been issued by the Hong Kong Government, 
which prohibits the exportation of various articles to certain 
destinations from Hong Kong. 

This Proclamation has since been amended by Proclamations 
dated 24th August, 2lst September, 26th October, 1916, 18th 
saneaey, Ist and 29th March, 26th April, and the 2nd May, 
1917. 

The following lists specify the articles the exportation of 
which is prohibited from the Colony, according to the latest 
information received by the Board of Trade. The extent to 
which the exportation is prohibited is indicated in these lists by 
the following letters, viz.:—

Under au amended Order in Council (No. 8 of 1917), dated 
13th March, 1917, the exportation of various articles from the 
Colony and Protectorate of Nigeria to certain destinaffons is 
prohibited. 


It is provided that no goods, whether mentioned in the succeed- 
ing lists or not, shall be exported to any port outside the 
British Empire unless and until the permission of the Comp- 
troller to ship such goods for such port has been given.

A consolidated and amended Proclamation, dated the 22nd 
August, 1916, has been issued by the Barbados Government 
which prohibits the exportation of various articles to certain 
destinations from the Colony. 

This Proclamation has since been amended by Proclamations 
dated the 5th September, 3rd and 17th October, 16th November, 
28th December, 1916, 20th February, 2nd March, 5th April, and 
the 17th May, 1917. 

Tne following lists specify the articles the exportation of 
which is prohibited from the Colony, according to the latest 
information received by the Board of Trade. ‘The extent to 
which the exportation is prohibited is indicated in these lists

A consolidated and amended Proclamation (No. 17 of 1917), 
dated 28th February, 1917, has been issued by the Colonial 
Government, which provides for the prohibition of the exporta- 
tion from Trinidad and Tobago of various articles to certain 
destinations. 


This Proclamation has since been amended by Proclamations 


dated 13th March, 10th April and the 12th May, 1917.
